up shop at first base. 

The work ethic that Hills has is 
widely known across Northern 
Michigan and with his commitment 
to continue his playing days and ed- 
ucation at Saginaw Valley State Uni- 
versity, more people with be 
introduced to just the type of 
player/person he is. Ethan will be 
pursuing a career in the sciences, 
either environmental or health re- 
lated. 

“This season was by far my most 
memorable season of baseball,” 
Ethan said. “The team and I set 
pretty high goals this season and 
winning a fourth district was one of 
those goals.” 

On the mound, Hills finished the 
season with a 10-2 record, with a 
save. He sported a 1.24 ERA, allow- 
ing only 13 earned runs in 64 O in- 
nings of work and facing 248 
batters. 

He fanned 116, including 41 look- 
ing, limiting opponents to 26 hits on 
the season and holding them to a 
batting average of .118. 

“The thing I will miss the most 
about high school is the bond you 
create with your teammates. Spend- 
ing hours together allows you to 
build connections that will last a 
lifetime, he added.” 

At the plate, Ethan led the Ram- 
blers with a batting average of .427, 
connecting for 32 hits in 75 at-bats, 
recording seven doubles and a 
triple, while knocking in 22 RBIs. 
His patience also showed, walking a 
team-high 19 times and scored 20 
runs. 

In the field, he had 73 putouts and 
13 assists for a fielding average of 
.956, committing only four errors all 
season. 

In addition to being selected the 
Charlevoix County News Player of 
the Year, Hills was also All-Confer- 
ence in the LMC, All-district, All-re- 
gion and All-State first team in 
Division 3. 

Joining Hills on the 2019 All-Area 
Baseball “Dream Team” are Ram- 
bler teammates, Nick Aown, Corben 
Wilhelm and Aaron Bess. 
Charlevoix is represented by Ben 
Lentz and Michael Pearsall; East 
Jordan’s Chandler Bartig, Cooper 
Stevenson and Tommy Reid Jr. and 
Ellsworth’s Alex Adams and Bill 
Stevens. 


BOYNE CITY 
NICK AOWN, JUNIOR 


Boyne’s number two pitcher, 
which would be the number one on 
any other team, had yet another 
solid season on the hill, while also 
being the signal caller behind the 
plate for Hills and other Rambler 
hurlers. 

Nick was no slouch on the bump, 
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Charlevoix County News’ All-Area Player of t 


tossing 62 UH innings, only allowing 
35 hits and 12 earned runs for an 
ERA of 1.18. He faced 245 batters, 
striking out 95, including 31 look- 
ing. 

In the field, Aown did not commit 
an error as he recorded 134 putouts 
and assisted on 22. 

Offensively, he hit .294, with 20 
hits in 64 at-bats, including one 
home run and two doubles. He 
scored 14 times and had 14 RBIs, 
while walking 16 times. 


CORBEN WILHELM, 
SENIOR 


Wilhelm, returned as the Rambler 
leadoff man again this season, hit- 
ting .338, connecting for 25 hits in 74 
at-bats. He had seven doubles and a 
triple, while knocking in 16 RBIs. 
He also had 22 stolen bases. 

The talented senior will be taking 
his game to Olivet next fall and ma- 
joring in Exercise Science. 

“The thing that sticks out most 
from the team (accomplishments) 
would be winning this years dis- 
tricts,” Corben said. “It was sucha 
hard fought game and so many peo- 
ple that you wouldn’t expect to come 
through, really came through in 
that game.” 


AARON BESS, 
FRESHMAN 


A breakout season for the Ram- 
bler freshman, Bess quickly let op- 
ponents know that he was there to 
play ball and play ball well. 

Offensively, Aaron hit .342 in 90 
trips to the plate, recording 25 hits, 
including three doubles, two triples 
and one home run. 

He had 15 stolen bases, and a 
team-high 23 RBIs, while scoring 24 
runs. 

Bess saw time at third base, be- 
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hind the plate and on the mound for 
Boyne. 

Pitching, he had a 1-0 record with 
two saves, including one in the post- 
season. He faced 26 batters, allowing 
two hits and fanned 11. 

In the field, he had a .978 fielding 
percentage, recording 111 putouts 
and 24 assists. 


CHARLEVOIX 
BEN LENTZ, JUNIOR 


The Radyers most consistent 
player at the plate, Ben finished the 
season with a .481 batting average, 
25 hits, including four doubles anda 
triple, while scoring 11 runs and 
adding 19 RBIs.

At the plate for the Red Devils, 
Bartig hit .422, with 27 hits in 64 at- 
bats, recording four doubles, one 
triple and one home run, while 
adding 16 RBIs. He also had 11 
stolen bases. 

“Chandler dominated in his final 
four starts of the season as he re- 
turned to form after recovering 
from a broken leg/ankle during 
football season,” coach Tom Reid 
said. “I’m really excited to see him 
healthy for his senior season.” 

In the field, he had a .897 percent- 
age, playing shortstop when not 
throwing strikes. 


COOPER STEVENSON, 
JUNIOR 


Stevenson came into his own this 
season, putting together a solid 
campaign at the plate, hitting .415 
with a double and triple, and eight 
RBIs. 

“Cooper really excelled at the 
plate for us this season and got 
stronger in the field as our everyday 
left fielder,” coach Reid said. “He’s a 
big, strong kid who will continue to 
get stronger at the plate. I can’t wait 
to see what he’1l bring in his senior 
season.” 

Stevenson had a .895 fielding per- 
centage for the Red Devils. 


TOMMY REID JR., 
FRESHMAN 


In his first season on the EJ var- 
sity, Reid Jr. did not disappoint, he 
batted .418, pounding out 23 hits, in- 
cluding five doubles, two triples and 
a home run, while knocking in 10 
RBIs and stealing 12 bases. 

“Tommy was brought up as a 
freshman to help solidify our infield 
with Bartig and Barnett being my 
top two starting pitchers and leav- 

ing a void on the field when they 
were on the mound,” coach Reid 
noted. “I figured he might hit .300 
after watching him the past two 
years in travel ball but was pleas- 
antly surprised when he hit mid- 
.400s most of the season.” 

He had a .977 fielding percentage 
at shortstop and third base, com- 
mitting only one error. 


ELLSWORTH 
ALEX ADAMS, SENIOR 


Leading the Lancers at the plate 
with a .446 BA, Adams had 33 hits 
in 74 ABs, including five doubles 
and a triple. He also had 10 RBIs, 
while scoring a team-high 26 runs 
and stole 11 bases. 

In the field, Alex had .929 fielding 
percentage, with eight putouts and 
five assists in 23 games. He also saw 
some time on the mound, appearing 
in nine games, going 4-1, working 22 
C1 innings, allowing 23 hits and 
striking out 26 for and ERA of 0.53.

The hard throwing right-hander 
was back for more this season for 
Ellsworth. Stevens tossed 32 0 in- 
nings of ball, striking out a team- 
high 73 and limiting opponents to 
only 18 hits.

At the plate, Stevens had 30 hits 
in 70 at-bats for a .429 BA, including 
three doubles, one triple and one 
home run to go with 23 RBIs and 17 
runs scored.

Figuring out whether 
you're ready to buy a house -

2. Have the money for a 
down payment and closing 
costs.

3. Know how much you 
can afford. Freddie Mac says 
that as a general guide, your 
monthly mortgage payment 
should be less than or equal 
to a percentage of your in- 
come, usually about a quar- 
ter of your gross monthly 
income.
